The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-3, 9, 10, 12, and 16-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 1, 2, and 16, line 3, "an" before "element substrate" should be replaced 
with —a semiconductor--. 

In claims 1, and 2, lines 6, 7, and 10, —semiconductor— should precede "element 
substrate". 

In claim 3, line 3, -semiconductor- should precede "element substrate". 
In claim 9, lines 2 and 3, -semiconductor- should precede "element". 
In claim 10, line 2, "or 9" before "wherein the etching stop layer" should be 
deleted. 

In claim 10, line 2, "3" should be preceded by -or-. 

In claim 10, line 4, "an" before "element substrate" should be replaced with -a 
semiconductor—. 

In claim 16, lines 5, 7, 8, and 11, -semiconductor- should precede "element 
substrate". 

In claim 16, line 8, "the" after 'joining", and before "back surface side" should be 
deleted, and replaced instead with —a—. 

In claim 16, line 8, "the" after "element substrate with", and before "surface of 
the" should be deleted and replaced instead with a. 
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In claim 17, line 4, "an" before "element substrate" should be deleted and 
replaced instead with —a semiconductor—. 

This application contains claims 5, and 13-15, drawn to an invention nonelected 
with traverse in Paper No. 01-17-02.
